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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The indicated allowability of the claims 2, 26, 30, 34, 46 and 59 given over the 
telephone interview with Mr. John F. Hayden on June 8, 2005 is hereby withdrawn. 
Rejection of the noted claims follow. The error is regretted. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Okumura et 
al(5,945,972). 

Okumura et al disclose a method and apparatus for a portable information device 
such as a PDA, cellular phone, electronic notebook et. (column 2, lines 15-21) having an 
electroluminescence display device(column 28, lines 5-11) comprising a gate line(G1, 
A1), at least first and second source signal lines(S1, D1), at least a pixel(i.e., the cell) 
comprising at least first and second memories(531 , 532), a D/A converter(534) for 
converting digital signals stored in the at least first and second memories into an analog 
signal, wherein the at least first and second memories are electrically connected to the 
at least first and the second source signal lines(see figure 27). 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 1/10/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants in their remarks have argued that "Okumura et al does not 
describe or suggest first and second memories arranged in the manner recited in claim 
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2". In response thereto, as pointed out above Okumura et al also show that the first and 
the second memories(531 , 532) are connected to the first and the second source 
lines(S1, D1; see figure 27). 

5. Claims 26, 30, 34, 46 and 59 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 1, 3-16, 20-21, 27-29, 31-33, 35-45, 47-58, 60-72, 75-76, 79-80, 84-85 
and 90-91 are allowed.
